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Opposition grows to Vearse Farm 


ONE in 10 people in Bridport have now 
signed a petition to oppose the controversial 
Vearse Farm development planned for the 
edge of the town, according to campaigners. 

Pressure group AD VEARSE says it has gained the 
signatures of almost 1,300 Bridport residents towards 
a petition calling for the plans to be scrapped. 

Hundreds turned out in Bucky Doo Square on Sat¬ 
urday morning to show their support for the cam¬ 
paign, which objects to the development of up to 760 
new homes in Bridport. 

The total number of signatures smashes the group’s 
four-figure target and will trigger a debate on the 
issue at a future meeting of West Dorset District 
Council. 

“We are delighted that we have achieved our target 
in just one morning. It shows the strength of feeling 
about this issue,” said campaign spokesperson 
Richard Freer. 

“People came up willingly to sign without us having 
to approach them and a number [of those who signed] 
were totally unaware of the scale of the proposed de¬ 
velopment. 

“This gives the lie to the council stance that the con¬ 
sultation exercise was properly conducted in the first 
place.

“It is important that the council now accepts that 
public opinion in Bridport is against this proposal.” 

The campaign’s online petition claims that local 
people were not informed sufficiently about the 
scheme. 

And a string of comments left on the site by resi¬ 
dents spells out concerns regarding the ability of the 
town’s infrastructure to cope with the scale of the de¬ 
velopment. 

Those who have signed the petition also point to an 
increased flood risk and irreversible damage to an 
area of outstanding natural beauty close to the coast. 

Campaigners say the houses will also be “snapped 
up” by people from outside the area, with few dis¬ 
cernible benefits to residents. 

Hilary Jordan, WDDC’s Spatial and Community 
Policy Manager, previously defended the council’s 
“lengthy and robust” consultation on its Local Plan, 
of which Vearse Farm is a part. 

And a council spokesperson confirmed the next full 
council meeting would be held in early January. 

AD VEARSE says it will now be contacting WDDC 
with a request to hold the debate, and the group has

already been invited to speak at the Local Plan hear¬ 
ing later this autumn. 

Mr Freer added: “We would like to thank people for 
their support for the petition. 

“We intend to give a voice to the many in the town 
who feel that its character is threatened by unwanted 
developers and a council whose interests lie in the 
other West Dorset towns.”

It would be great if gallery owners 
spent as much time and effort as artists to look 
at emerging artists too. 

• COULD you tell us more about the "Interro¬ 
gating Landscapes and Seascapes" project? 

The basic principal is to get back to drawing and 
making marks to collect information in sketch¬ 
books and to re use these images later to create 
artwork. Artists were offered a broad scope of 
themes adaptable to any media or artistic genre 
including craft, design, sound, writing, moving 
image, as well as historical or scientific interpre¬ 
tations. The main difference for me was the inter¬ 
action with other artists, about fourteen artists 
from all over Dorset were involved and two exhi¬ 
bitions were produced at Bridport Arts Centre.

• YOU are also embarking on a trek across the 
Great Wall of China, tell us a bit about that - 
how did it come about?

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Councillors split on merger plans

A “GROUNDBREAK¬ 
ING” scheme to form a 
tri-council partnership, 
spanning more than 
half of Dorset, has split 
opinion among Brid- 
port’s council represen¬ 
tatives. 


West Dorset District 
Council last week opted 
to back the plans, which 
would see the authority 


share a single work¬ 
force with colleagues in 
North Dorset as well as 
Weymouth and Port¬ 


land. 

Council bosses say 
the partnership will 
help to save the tax¬ 
payer around £6 million 
by 2020. 

But some Bridport 
members are concerned

BRIDPORT'S historic street 
market is the envy of the na¬ 
tion and hundreds of other 
communities up and down the 
country are desperate to learn 
the secret of its success, ac¬ 
cording to town council 
bosses, writes JACK DIXON. 

Town Surveyor Daryl Cham¬ 
bers said fellow delegates at a 
recent conference, who 
headed to London from all 
corners of the country, were 
keen to hear about Bridport's 
market and take tips back to 
their own traders. 

"People were very envious of 
our market. When I told them 
the figures we have been get¬ 
ting, they were quite shocked 
by how we have stuck to ba¬ 
sics and concentrated solely 
on the market", he said. 

Representing the town at a 
conference for the National 
Association of British Market 
Authorities, Mr Chambers 
spoke to more than 300 dele¬ 
gates from around the country 
about Bridport's thriving 
street market. 

He hopes to have put the 
town "on the map", after floods 
of enquiries from other com¬ 
munities asking for advice on 
how to turn around traders' 
fortunes. 

And the organisation is even 
planning a trip down to West 
Dorset to feature Bridport in 
a future edition of its maga¬ 
zine. 

Mr Chambers added: "I have 
had enquiries from all over the 


country about our market and 
I am forever being asked for 
advice. 

"It is interesting that so 
many towns now seem to be 
focusing a lot on bringing 
their markets back. 

"We are incredibly lucky to 
have such a good market that 
we need to do all we can to 
maintain that. 

"People work incredibly hard 
and, as a town council, we will 
do all we can to support it 
and look at how best to publi¬ 
cise the market in the town 
guide." 

At peak times during the 
year, Bridport market can 
bring in more than 100 stalls, 
and traders say they are at¬ 
tracted by the strength of 
shopping options in the town 
centre, as well as vintage 
hotspots like St Michael's Trad¬ 
ing Estate. 

Experienced market trader 
Roy Gregory, a representative 
for Bridport's Market Traders' 
Forum, said the support of 
local people was also key in 
keeping the market alive, de¬ 
spite the challenging eco¬ 
nomic climate. 

"The market provides great 
support for the town in that it 
helps the other shops survive. 

"The diversity of stalls - from 
traditional markets to collec¬ 
tors of vintage items - compli¬ 
ment the vibrancy of the 
independent shops we have in 
Bridport", he said. 

"Visitors often say they are 


surprised at the size of the 
market relative to the size of 
the town - on a good day in 
the summer we will get any¬ 
where up to 120 stalls. 

"When you add vintage 
areas like St Michael's and the 
new Molly's Den shop that has 
opened, all these things to¬ 
gether are a great reason to 
visit Bridport." 

Traders fought to protect the 
market from on-street parking 
charges last year, and Mr Gre¬ 
gory said the looming threat 
of parking costs is an ongoing 
challenge for stallholders. 

But, he added, the support 
of the town council in backing 
traders, while others have let 
their markets disappear, has 
been vital. 

Mr Gregory said:"lt is crucial 
that the market continues to 
be run by the town council, 
unlike other authorities which 
have franchised out the idea 
and sold it off. 

"That is often very detrimen¬ 
tal as it forces up fees and 
traders do not have a voice in 
how it is run. 

"The fact that they [the 
council] see it as an asset to 
the town is very beneficial. It 
produces income for the town 
in terms of revenue that is 
then put back into community 
projects. 

"In my judgement, having 
been involved with quite a lot 
of markets in the South West, 
there is not a lot in compari¬ 
son to Bridport." 
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that the deal will 
threaten local services, 
while others believe the 
plans do not go far 
enough. 

Councillor David Tett 
warned that the author¬ 
ity’s ability to respond 
to specific issues in 
Bridport could be 
weakened if the three 
councils are rolled into 
one. 

He said: “Since the 
issue was first muted, I 
have had my worries 
and concerns, firstly 
over the future quality 
of service and secondly 
over the potential of 
still further redundan¬ 
cies. 

“Since entering into 
partnership with Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland 
Borough Council, al¬ 
though a saving of £3 
million has been 
achieved, it has come at 
a considerable price. 

“We have lost a con¬ 
siderable number of 
qualified and experi¬ 
enced staff, and more 
are leaving to a point 
where serious questions 
have to be asked. 

“The bigger organisa¬ 
tion is not necessarily 
the best and personal 
service is lost in the 
masses.” 

Councillors in North 
Dorset and Weymouth 
and Portland are yet to 
vote on the proposals, 
but are expected to 
make a decision later 
this autumn. 

The tri-partnership, 
covering more than 
235,000 people, would 
create a single work¬ 
force serving all three 
authorities, with office 
accommodation and 
computer systems 
streamlined to increase 
efficiency. 

But even if all three 
councils agree to the 


plan, each would re¬ 
main independent and 
continue to set its own 
budgets and council tax 
rates. 

Councillor Keith Day, 
representative for the 
Bridport North ward, 
said the partnership 
would only be of bene¬ 
fit to taxpayers. 

“The intention of the 
proposed merger is to 
maintain high quality 
services, while reduc¬ 
ing costs and improving 
efficiency,” he said. 

“Members of the pub¬ 
lic should not notice 
any changes in the way 
services are delivered, 
but will be pleased if 
council tax increases 
are minimised. 

“I think it is in every¬ 
one’s interest to support 
and encourage the 
plan.” 

Government funding 
to all three councils has 
been slashed by more 
than 50 per cent in the 
last five years and 
bosses warn that more 
reductions are likely. 

And Councillor Ros 
Kayes said removing 
the middle layer of 
local government alto¬ 
gether would be the 
best way to make sav¬ 
ings. 

She said: “I think that 
we should move 
straight to a unitary au¬ 
thority and get rid of the 
unnecessary expense of 
district councils alto¬ 
gether. 

“They cost millions of 
pounds and now they 
no longer collect waste 
or provide housing. 
Their main function - 
planning - could easily 
be adopted by a unitary 
authority. 

“Get rid of the middle 
tier, streamline deci¬ 
sion-making at the top 
and increase the role of

Neighbourhood plan could 
make a 'real difference' 

A NEW project designed to give people in Bridport a 
greater say in the development of the town will be 
launched at a public event next weekend. 

Working in conjunction with parish authorities in the 
surrounding area, Bridport Town Council will kick-start 
the Neighbourhood Plan scheme with an open day at 
the Town Hall. 

The project, expected to take between 18 months 
and two years to complete, will give residents the 
chance to have their say on how Bridport should be 
developed in the future. 

A steering group, including input from members of 
the wider community, will help to produce a future 
plan for the town, detailing areas that are suitable and 
unsuitable for development. 

Once approved, the policies in the plan would have 
a real impact on future decisions regarding major plan¬ 
ning applications affecting the town. 

Project leaders say each stage of the scheme will in¬ 
clude engagement with residents and final approval 
of the plan will be put to a referendum vote. 

Mathew Dalton-Aram, Bridport's Neighbourhood 
Plan project manager, said:"The Neighbourhood Plan 
is a great opportunity for local people to decide how 
they want their area to develop. 

"The community will decide what is in the plan, 
which, when adopted, will be a statutory document 
that will influence future planning in the area. 

"We hope that people will come to the launch event 
to find out more and give their views on what they 
would like the plan to cover." 

The drop-in event is being held at theTown Hall next 
Saturday (November 8th) between 10am and 4pm. 

And Mr Dalton-Aram said this was the first of many 
opportunities over the course of the project to make 
a "real difference" to the town. 

He added: "We also hope to recruit volunteers to 
work on the plan, either as part of a steering group that 
will lead on the development of the plan, or as part of 
one of the many working groups to be established." 

Town Clerk Bob Gillis, speaking at a recent meeting, 
added: "We all know that there are some big issues in 
this area, such as Vearse Farm and the St Michael's Trad¬ 
ing Estate, and those issues can be picked up and ad¬ 
dressed in the plan."

Plans for "joined up" care 


NHS bosses will try to “join up” 
the provision of healthcare in 
Bridport, as part of plans to rein¬ 
vent the town’s community hos¬ 
pital. 

Dorset Healthcare Trust, 
which manages services across 
the county, unveiled its new “vi¬ 
sion” for the hospital last week. 

Health professionals aim to 
offer more care to patients in 
their own homes, while convert¬ 
ing Bridport’s existing hospital 
into a ‘hub’ for community 
healthcare teams. 

The “exciting” plans are de¬ 
signed to provide easy-to-access 
services from a single facility, 
according to senior figures. 

Residents attended a NHS ‘lis¬ 
tening event’ at the hospital on 
Friday, where bosses fielded 
their questions about the propos¬ 
als. 

And representatives from the 
Trust insisted that further moves 
towards “integration” of serv¬ 
ices would lead to more efficient 
management of staff and an im¬ 
proved patient experience. 

Speaking at the meeting, Sally 
O’Donnell, director of the Trust, 
said: “Instead of us all working 
separately and having patients 
with a string of conditions going 
from one professional to the 
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next, we will be much more 
joined up. 

“It will help to reduce all the 
bouncing around the system that 
our patients suffer.” 

The Trust is investing around 
£650,000 into its “vision” for 
the hospital, and senior officials 
have promised that community 
beds will not be sacrificed. 

But greater efforts will be 
made to offer care for people in 
their own homes “whenever 
possible”. 

Concerns were raised, how¬ 
ever, about potential access 
problems at the hospital, as well 
as the perception that mental 
health support is being over¬ 
looked. 

Roz Copson, a volunteer 
leader at Bridport’s new mental 
health drop-in centre, said she 
was “very disappointed” that 
mental healthcare is “not equal” 
to physical healthcare. 

“I would like to see a bigger 
input in terms of mental health - 
it is equally, if not more impor¬ 
tant than physical health,” she 
said. 

“People who live around this 


area do not want to go to Wey¬ 
mouth or Bournemouth [for 
beds]. I feel let down.” 

Ian Rodin, Consultant Psychi¬ 
atrist at the hospital, said: “The 
changes that are proposed are 
going to really improve the serv¬ 
ices we offer. 

“Actually, these renovations 
are going to result in having 
much better facilities in which to 
see people. 

“Mental health will be part of 
mainstream healthcare in Brid¬ 
port and we will be working 
alongside our colleagues that 
specialise in different parts of 
healthcare. 

“This should improve mental 
healthcare for people in Bridport 
and really challenge the stigma 
attached to mental illness.” 

Hospital Matron Jane Turner 
added: “The idea is that you 
will have one person that will 
coordinate all of your care, 
whether that is physical care, 
mental healthcare, care for older 
people or community rehabilita¬ 
tion. 

“It might not necessarily be a 
nurse - it might be one of the 
mental health team - but they are 
the one to prevent you from 
going back and forth between 
different people.” 


Skilling car blaze deliberate, say fire service 


A BLAZE that destroyed a car in Skilling this week 
was started deliberately, according to fire service 
officials. 

The vehicle was found "well alight"on Corona¬ 
tion Road in the early hours of Tuesday morning 
and officers suspect arsonists targeted the car. 

A crew from Bridport Fire Station arrived at the 
scene at around 1:45am, following a number of re¬ 
ports that the car was ablaze. 

Firefighters were able to extinguish the fire 
quickly before making the area safe, but the car 
was left completely destroyed by the blaze. 

The owner of the vehicle was informed before 
the authorities left the scene at around 2:30am. 

A spokesperson for the Dorset Fire and Rescue 
Service said:"At around 1:45 this morning, the 
service received a number of calls reporting a ve¬ 


hicle on fire along Coronation Road, Skilling. 

"One retained crew from Bridport was mobilised 
to the address and arrived on scene to find one 
private motor car which was well alight. 

"Crews quickly got to work with two hosereel 
jets to extinguish the fire that is believed to have 
been deliberately started. 

"Unfortunately the vehicle was completely de¬ 
stroyed by the fire." 

Police were also called to the scene shortly be¬ 
fore 2am and fire service personnel believe the 
fire was started deliberately. 

But a police spokesperson said there was cur¬ 
rently no information regarding an investigation 
into the cause of the fire. 

No one is believed to have been injured during 
the incident. 
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St Michael's debate causes confusion 


■ YOUR coverage of the debate con¬ 
cerning the future of St Michael’s 
Trading Estate prompts me to express 
some confusion over the issue. 

As I understand it, the area has 
played an important part in the evo¬ 
lution of the town’s industrial heritage 
but since the 1960s the lack of invest¬ 
ment has resulted in a tragic decline 
in buildings and infrastructure, and 
consequently in the value of the site. 

Paradoxically, this neglect, and re¬ 
sulting low rents, have provided op¬ 
portunities for individuals and small 
local businesses to establish a diverse 
and vibrant commercial and artistic 
community, reflecting perfectly the 
market town traditions and unique 
character of the population of Brid- 
port. 

This fortunate outcome now draws 
visitors to the town, benefitting the 
whole area. 

But serendipity will not take care of 
the future and some investment and 
direction is needed to halt the decay 
and foster our asset. 

This is where the confusion starts. 
The district council’s vision for the 
site is a mix of light industry and 
housing and the landowners contend 
that housing is essential to fund the 
renovations. 

They have provisional planning ap¬ 
proval for a scheme which exceeds 
the recommended number of houses, 
but their consultant’s appraisal states 
that the scheme is not deliverable, 
suggesting that consent will form a 
platform for increasing further the 


proportion of housing. 

On the other side we have the town 
council who believe the site is best 
suited to the need for employment 
land and we have Enterprise St 
Michael’s who propose to use their 
charitable status to attract private in¬ 
vestment and grant funding in order 
to regenerate the site and secure its 
future for employment, enterprise and 


the community. 

What is even more confusing is that 
the two factions do not liaise. Hay¬ 
ward & Co say that they have no di¬ 
rect contact with the town council and 
Enterprise St Michael’s have no com¬ 
munication from the landowner. 

You quote Hayward & Co’s aim 
that any development should be 
“good for the town, good for our ten¬ 


ants and good for West Dorset”, a 
statement we all agree on, but it begs 
the question: what is good for us? 

The answer given by the decision to 
the 2012 planning application, turns 
confusion into incomprehension. 

It turns out that what is good for us 
is, not what was recommended by 
West Dorset District Council’s own 
planning department, nor what Brid- 


port Town Council or English Her¬ 
itage believe, not even the opinions of 
595 of the 603 people who com¬ 
mented on the application. 

No, what is good for us is what 
Hayward and Co propose and what 
six out of 11 West Dorset Planning 
Committee members tell us it is.

Group is 'not anti housing' but 'pro town' 


■ A COUPLE of weeks ago you led with a story 
about renewed threats to St Michael’s Trading Es¬ 
tate. 

This followed the Local Plan designating it as an 
area for ‘mixed use’ development, rather than pro¬ 
tecting it as an employment zone. 

The estate’s owners periodically apply for permis¬ 
sion to build houses within the estate, which would 
lead to demolition of many of the former rope and 
net buildings now used by tenants’ businesses. 

Enterprise St Michael’s is a community society 
representing the views of the large majority of res¬ 
idents who believe that this would be a big mistake, 
and although there is an undisputed need for afford¬ 
able and standard housing, we maintain that to put 
that onto a working trading estate at the expense of 
local jobs would be a nonsense. 

Consider these factors: 

• St Michael’s provides jobs for 200 people in 92 
separate businesses which range in size from sole 
traders to medium sized companies 

• Demolition for flats and houses would obliter¬ 
ate 25 per cent of the current workspace. There is 
scant demand for the office type space which the 


site owner offered to include under his proposed 
blocks of flats 

• There are other places around the town where 
affordable housing could be built, away from in¬ 
dustrial premises and without destroying Brid¬ 
port’s ropemaking heritage or taking away the 
livelihood of our workforce 

• St Michael’s is the only town centre location 
left where the local economy can expand, and 
Government policy recommends that commercial 
use should be retained within town centre loca¬ 
tions wherever possible 

• A 2009 report commissioned by West Dorset 


District Council on employment sites recom¬ 
mended “that this site is retained for employment 
uses (as part of a mixed scheme)” 

Our group - now 500 shareholders strong - is 
working to identify sources of funding so that the 
community can offer to buy St Michael’s from the 
owners at a fair price. 

We are certainly not anti-housing - instead, we 
are very much ‘pro’ the welfare of Bridport of 
which St Michael’s Trading Estate is such a funda¬ 
mental part.

Charity could step in to 
supports risk'church 


MEMBERS of the congregation 
at a West Bay church could soon 
be given a helping hand in their 
efforts to carry out urgent re¬ 
pairs to the building. 

National charity English Her¬ 
itage has added St John’s 
Church to its ‘at risk’ register - 
a list of historic sites it believes 
are in need of financial support. 

There are just over 300 sites in 
Dorset included on this year’s 
register, many of which are 
monuments or archaeological 
locations. 

But St John’s is among the 
new entries on the list, due to the 
repair work required on the 
building’s roofs, which are cur¬ 
rently leaking water into the 
church. 

Chapel Warden Rosemary 
Russell explained that there 
were problems with damp pene¬ 
trating the harbour side church, 
mainly due to its position, and 
discussions were underway to 
address the problem. 

She added: “As a church with 
a small, regular congregation 
facing costly repairs, which are 
needed to the south side of the 
main roof and also to the adjoin¬ 
ing flat vestry roof, this is a 
challenge. 

“Whilst we have received the 
promise of a grant, we will have 
to spend what small reserves we 
have to carry out these repairs.” 

English Heritage says it “res¬ 
cued” 146 historic sites across 
the South West last year, invest¬ 
ing £1.2 million into some of the 
region’s best-loved buildings. 

But a further 181 have now 
been added to the register be¬ 
cause of concerns about their 
condition. 

And Grade II listed St John’s, 
built back in 1936, has been in¬ 
cluded among the 125 at-risk 
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places of worship. 

The congregation is already 
working to raise funds towards 
the repairs but the support of 
English Heritage could help 
maintain the building into the 
future. 

And Team Vicar Pete Stone 
said he would like to see the 
church used much more by the 
wider community. 

He added: “Long-term, this 
support from English Heritage 
will be very good news for the 
church. 

“We would like to see the 
building used for concerts and 
community events as well as 
church services, and we are 
looking at further improvements 
to the kitchen and toilets.” 

The team will be putting to¬ 
gether a plan for how the fund¬ 
ing should be spent, ahead of a 
potential application to English 


Heritage next spring. 

And charity bosses say they 
can provide vital support to help 
‘at risk’ community assets like 
St John’s survive. 

Andrew Vines, Planning and 
Conservation Director for Eng¬ 
lish Heritage in the South West, 
said: “We are proud of our 
achievement this year in remov¬ 
ing over 140 historic sites from 
the register in the South West. 

“We are on target nationally to 
save 25 per cent or 1,137 sites 
that were on our register in 2010 
by 2015. 

“However, we face challenges 
in the years ahead to help save 
many other at-risk sites. 

“Continuing to work in part¬ 
nership with owners, develop¬ 
ers, the Heritage Lottery Fund, 
Natural England, councils and 
local groups is the way we will 
help to safeguard the South 
West’s heritage for future gener¬ 
ations.”

With West Bay being a fishing 
harbour, the group decided a 
seafood festival would embrace 
local businesses best. 

The festival is hoped to be a 
community event, working with 
all groups and individuals in¬ 
volved with the coast and seafood. 

Chris Cherry added: “The festi¬ 
val would be there to promote all 
aspects of seafood so that could 
include wet and shell fish for the 


buyer to prepare, cooked 
and ready to eat or even, with 
luck, poured into a glass and en¬ 
joyed. 

“The idea is to get input from 
others who get their living from 
being on or near the sea so I 
would hope it to turn into a cornu¬ 
copia involving fishermen and 
sailors, chefs and shopkeepers. 

“The group (WBCF) will gain 
nothing from this other than to 
promote community spirit, to get 
the idea of working as a commu¬ 
nity again and for it to be a pro¬ 
motion of West Bay. 

“We hope it gathers together as 
many different and diverse groups 
that have an interest in the sea, 
going back to what it used to be - 
a celebration of West Bay, its har¬ 
bour, beaches, shops, great pubs 
and gastronomic delights, but 
mainly a festival that celebrates 
everyone in West Bay.”

Inspectors impressed 
by pre-school changes 


“A RICH and welcoming environ¬ 
ment that provides exciting learn¬ 
ing opportunities for children.” 

That was the judgement of Of- 
sted inspectors after they paid a 
visit to Bridport’s St Andrews pre¬ 
school recently. 

Bosses awarded the pre-school 
‘good’ status - the second highest 
accolade achievable, and an im¬ 
provement on its last inspection. 

Officials found that youngsters 
are “happy, motivated and eager to 
learn” due to the range of interest¬ 
ing activities and resources pro¬ 
vided by staff. 

Children feel “safe and secure” 
at the pre-school and strong bonds 
with parents help them to feel 
“valued” as part of the group, the 
report said. 

St Andrew’s was established in 
1975 and is managed by a com¬ 
mittee of volunteers, based at the 
old school house. 

There are currently 55 children 
at the pre-school, which also sup¬ 
ports youngsters with special edu¬ 
cation needs and disabilities. 

Pre-school leader Gitte Mowatt 
extended her thanks to the parents 
for their support over the last four 
years, after Ofsted raised its grade 
from ‘requires improvement’ to 
‘good’. 

She said: “We have excellent 
links with Bridport Primary 
School and they generously allow

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us to use their extensive wooded 
grounds. 

“We are further developing the 
Forest School area and our indoor 
soft-play area is now up and run¬ 
ning, and is very popular with the 
children. 

“Construction of the large veran¬ 
dah is now underway and will 
offer further opportunities for out¬ 
door play in all weathers.” 

The options for both indoor and 
outdoor play were highlighted in 
the inspector’s report, which fol¬ 
lowed a visit at the end of the sum¬ 
mer term in July. 

It also found staff were “very 
supportive” and helped to broaden 
the children’s vocabularies by ask¬ 
ing questions and listening care¬ 


fully to their responses. 

Further work to incorporate ac¬ 
tivities that help children learn 
about cultural diversity and the 
wider social world would help St 
Andrews move closer towards 
‘outstanding’ status, inspectors 
also said. 

The report concluded: “Many of 
the children are confident and ar¬ 
ticulate speakers. 

“They express their views and 
engage in conversation with 
friends and adults. 

“Partnerships with parents are 
very good as staff discuss every 
aspect of their child’s learning and 
development with them on a daily 
basis. 

“Children are happy, motivated 
and eager to learn because they are 
interested in the activities and re¬ 
sources provided by staff. As a re¬ 
sult all children make good 
progress.”

. 200 g/ 7 oz plain flour, sifted 

. 40 g/iV 20 z golden caster sugar 

• 75g/2 3 /40z ground almonds 

. i 25 g/ 4 V 20 z unsalted butter, diced 

. l large free-range egg, beaten 

. milk, to glaze 

Preparation method 

1. Lightly butter a 12-hole pie or patty tin. Tip 
the mincemeat into a bowl and stir so that 
the liquid is evenly distributed. 

2. Place the flour, sugar, almonds and butter in 
a food processor and process briefly until 
resembling breadcrumbs, then slowly add 
the egg through the feeder tube. (Or rub the 
butter into the dry ingredients by hand and 
stir in the egg.) 

3. Bring the mixture together with your hands, 
wrap in clingfilm and chill for an hour or so. 
Thinly roll out the pastry on a floured sur 
face. Cut out 12 circles with a fluted pastry 
cutter, large enough to fill the base of the pre 
pared tin. Press gently into each hole, then 
fill with the mincemeat. 

4. Cut out another 12 slightly smaller discs and 
use to cover the mincemeat. Press the edges 
together to seal. Make a small slit in the top 
of each, then brush lightly with milk. Chill for 
about 30 minutes. Meanwhile, pre heat the 
oven to 200C/400F/Gas 6. 

5. Bake the pies for 20 minutes until golden 
brown.Remove to a wire rack and serve 
warm.
